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The  Plantation  yield  for  this  year  is 
better  than  last  year  to  date,  but  still 
it  is  just  fair,"  says  Mr.  Morgan, 

The  dry  weather  of  March  made  ideal 
harvesting  conditions.  With  good  burns 
and  hauling,  and  by  splitting  harvesting 
crews  in  Hauula-Punaluu  section  to  keep 
cane  moving  in,  the  mill  was  kept  run- 
ning at  all  times. 

Storm  damage  repair  is  completed. 

Ratooning  and  replanting  have  started 
as  soon  as  each  field  has  been  harvested, 

Plowing  and  planting  has  been  confin- 
ed to  small  areas  of  new  land  and  to 
land  returned  by  Zions  Securities  Corp, 

Irrigating  has  been  at  almost  full 
capacity,  covering  nearly  four  times  the 
acreage  irrigated  during  the  same  period 
of  time  in  1956, 

The  grinding  rate  at  the  mill  has 
been  well  above  the  same  period  in  1955, 
which  wsfs  the  year  a  record  of  53.20  net 
tons  of  cane  per  hour  was  established. 

Payroll  and  man  hours  has  been  higher 
also  due  to  the  drier  weather  and  to  the 
extra  week  of  pay  during  the  month  of 
March, 


On  February  26,  our  doctors  at  the 
Clinic  started  giving  physical  exams  to 
the  Plantation  employees  who  did  not 
have  them  last  year.  Two  employees  are 
taken  each  day.  Last  year  about  150  men 
were  checked,

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IF  YOU  ARE  DISABLED  ' 

Over  a  period  of  20  years,  old-age 
and  survivors  insurance  under  the  social 
Security  Law  has  become  well  known  to 
most  Americans, 

The  basic  idea  of  this  program  has 
been  that  workers  and  their  employers 
and  self-employed  persons  contribute  to 
a  fund  while  they  are  working,  and  when 
earnings  stop  because  of  the  death  of 
the  worker  or  because  of  his  retirement, 
payments  are  made  from  the  fund  to  the 
worker  and  his  dependents  or  to  his  sur- 
vivors , 

Now,  under  recent  changes  in  the  soc- 
ial security  program,  severely  disabled 
people  who,  because  of  their  condition, 
are  unable  to  work,  can  protect  their 
future  benefit  rights,  and  those  who  are 
50  or  over  may  receive  monthly  disabili- 
ty benefits. 

Disabled  workers  50  years  of  age  or 
older  can  now  apply  for  monthly  social 
security  disability  payments;  first  pay- 
ments to  be  made  for  month  of  July  1957* 

Disabled  workers  who  are  not  yet  50 
years  of  age  can  protect  their  rights  to 
future  benefits  for  themselves  and  their 
families  by  applying  to  have  their  soc- 
ial security  records  frozen. 

Disabled  children  of  retired  workers 
and  'of  insured  workers  who  have  died  can 
apply  for  social  security  benefits,  even 
if  they  are  18  years  of  age  or  older,  if 
they  have  been  disabled  since  before 
their  18th  birthdate;  first  payments 
were  payable  January  1957.

A  laughing  little  boy  with  his  leg  in 
a  cast,  wheeling  himself  in  and  out  of 
a  room  where  three  friends,  all  patients 
had  gathered  to  discuss  their  ailments, 

A  truly  lovely  receptionist  at  the 
desk  who  kindly  told  me  that  the  Shige- 
mitsu's  baby  is  "Stuart"  not  "Stewart". 

A  large  fresh,  luscious  cake  that  v/as 
most  mouth-watering  to  behold, 

a  concerned  doctor,  bending  over  the 
charts  before  going  in  to  make  his  round 
of  calls  on  the  patients, 

A  new  nurse,  Mary  Siteman,  who  with 
Lorraine  olfe  is  on  special  duty  for 
the  little  girl  scout  who  was  badly  burn- 
ed at  camp, 

A  friend  from  Laie  who  was  ready  to 
be  discharged  that  day,  but  who  gave 
thanks  that  we  have  this  hospital  in  our 
community. 

Then  I  found  Sam  Kalaina,  and  he  took 
me  down  to  see  the  progress  that  has 
taken  place  on  the  Ambulatory  ward  that 
is  being  made  by  Volunteer  workers  from 
Kahuku  and  Laie  groups.  There  is  a  nice 
looking  wall  around  the  air-conditioning 
unit,  large  airy  windows,  ,  evidence  of 
installed  plumbing,  and  a  half-built 
shower  stall, 

Kiyoshi  Watsuura  drew  up  the  plans 
for  this  room  and  has  taken  charge  of 
general  plans.  The  response  for  workers 
has  been  tremendously  satisfactory.  The 
work  areas-  are  small  and  only  a  few  can 
work  at  one  time.  It  is  materials,  not 
labor-  that  is  taking  the  time  and  these 
things  have  been  ordered  and  should  soon 
be  on  hand. 

This  ward  has  all  the' earmarks  of  be- 
ing a  comfortable,  companionable  place 
to  recuperate  from  an  illness,

About  Sept.  27,  Kahuku's  sugar  crop 
should  be  harvested  and  ground.  The  to- 
tal sugar  yield  should  be  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  19,800  tons  of  sugar. 

Cultivation  is  pretty  well  up  to 
schedule  and  planting  and  replanting  op- 
erations will  be  quickly  caught  up  as 
soon  as 'the  harvesting  is  completed. 

Fields  47  and  48  are  now  being  plant- 
ed. Field  3  will  be  planted  during  off- 
season. Field  23 's  yield  will  determine 
whether  it  will  be  planted  or  ratooned. 

A  heavier  than  average  total  rainfall 
for  August  affected  the  harvesting  to 
some  degree  but  it  was  very  beneficial 
to  the  growing  crop. 

The  casual  workers  who  have  been  em- 
ployed for  harvesting  season  will  be 
dropped  when  the  crop  is  completed. 

The  Agricultural  Engineering  depart- 
ment is  undertaking  a  project  to  develop 
a  satisfactory  seed  cutter  for  next  year. 

On  Sept.  11,"  Dr.  Mangelsdorf  of  the 
H.S.P.A.  and  Dr.  Nagara  of  Thailand,  a 
graduate  of  Cornell,  were  on  the  planta- 
tion to  review  our  cane  varieties  and 
see  how  they  have  done. 

Cane  38-2915  has  recently  been  found 
on  some  plantations  to  have  developed 
Red-Rot  disease.  This  variety  had  been 
a  promising  variety  here  on  our  planta- 
tion but  no  more  will  be  planted.  None 
of  this  cane  has  been  ploughed  up  here 
as  it  has  been  on  some  plantations,

The  end  of  September  was  the  end  of 
Kahuku4s  1957  harvesting  and  grinding 
season.  The  final  figures  for  sugar 
were  19,637  tons  compared  to  18,647  tons 
in  1956.  Last  year's  crop  was  not  com- 
pleted until  Nov.  3. 

The  sugar  price  does  not  sound  so 
good.  Instead  cf  the  $122,33  per  ton 
that  was  expected,  the  recent  low  price 
has  brought  the  average  down,  till  only 
■#120.37  per  ton  is  all  that  will  be  paid 
for  this  year's  crop. 

The  Molasses  price  too  has  been  low- 
ered and  instead  of  the  expected  $24  per 
ten,  the  price  to  be  paid  is  only  ^20, 45 
per  ton. 

For  the  sugar  alone,  the  money  re- 
ceived will  be  over  ^33,000  less  than 
was  expected  and  about  ^57,000  less  than 
expected  for  sugar  and  molasses.  This 
is  not  a  very  pleasant  prospect  for  a 
plantation  like  Kahuku,  which  never  has 
a  large  profit. 

Cultivation  operations  are  now  up  to 
schedule,  and  several  small  areas  of  new 
land  are  being  planted. 

The  Factory  completed  this  year's 
crop  with  a  new  record  grinding  rate  of 
52.74  tons  of  net  cane  pur  hour.  The 
average  extraction  of  96.19  is  higher 
than  it  lias  been  since  1954.  This  is 
good  performance  for  the  mill.

NEW  TERRITORIAL  TAX  LAW 
Effective  January  1,  1958,  the  new 

Territorial  Income  Tax  Law  will  go  into 
effect. 

There  will  not  be  any  more  straight 
2%  withholding  tax.  It  will  be  based  on 
whether  or  not  the  employee  is  married 
or  single,  and  also  how  many  dependents 
he  has. 

The  law  requires  that  if  the  employer 
does  not  have  a  withholding  certificate 
properly  filled  out  and  signed  by  the 
employee,  such  employee  will  have  to  be 
considered  as  single  without  any  depend- 
ents for  territorial  withholding  tax 
purposes.. 

Be  sure  to  turn  this  certificate  over 
to  your  supervisor  or  to  the  Plantation 
office  as  soon  as  possible,

SUGAR  CONTRACT  NEGOTIATIONS  BEGIN 

Negotiations  between  the  Sugar  Indus- 
try and  the  I.L.W.U,  began  on  Dec,  9,  a- 
bout  two  Jionths  before  the  expiration  of 
a  two-year  contract,  which  has  been  mark- 
ed by  only  minor  disputes  over  contract 
violation. 

Wages  it  seems  is  the  major  issue. 

The  union  has  asked  for  a  250  across- 
the-board  wage  increase  along  with  cer- 
tain other  provisions  that  have  serious 
cost  implications. 

The  Industry  has  termed  the  25#  de- 
mand "so  unrealistic  that  it  provides  no 
basis  for  bargaining".  The  plantation 
companies,  however,  are  prepared  to  ar 
pprove  a  wage  increase  in  an  amount  con- 
sistent with  the  financial  situation  of 
the  industry.
